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Status of the Claims 

Currently claims 1-3,9,10,12,14-18,28,29,31-35,37-42,44-50,52,53 are pending. 
Upon review of the original claims in light of the specification, examiner believes that a 
the invention contains multiple species and has elected to set forth a restriction outlining 
the various embodiments. : 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 1) Plate: figures 2,7,10,25; and 

2) pegs/fixation: 3,3a,4,1 3; and 26 

. The species are independent or distinct because though the species are 
related to similar invention, the species are distinct because they are mutually exclusive 
and not obvious variants.
